Adult School fee 
hikes proposed 


Hughes’ plan, if approved 
by the Albany Board of 
Education, will raise tuition 
for a standard 20-hour class 
to $20. Previously a basic 
fee of $8 entitled adults to 
enroll for an unlimited 
number of classes per quar- 
ter. 

However, no tuition 
would be charged students 
enrolled in courses leadin, 
to citizenship or a high 
school diploma, or in En- 
glish as a Second Language 
classes. These courses are 
financed by the state and 
state law prohibits tuition 
fees. Hughes has offered no 
recommendations on the 
tuition-free classes cur- 
rently being conducted at 
the Albany Senior Center. 

“Public response to the 
adult school fall quarter 
will be significant. If clas- 
ses continue to attract 
enough students, adult edu- 
cation in Albany can be 
saved. But if public support 
is marginal, the entire 
program will be in 
Jeopardy’’; Hughes said. 

Mail registration — an 
innovation to facilitate 
sign-ups — will begin Aug. 
28, Early registration will 
be held September 9 at Al- 
bany High School and clas- 
ses will begin on Sept. 18. 
The Evening Star, contain- 
ing the class schedule and 
description of 150 ‘courses, 
will be available during the 
last week of August at local 
schools and at the adult 
education office at Mac- 
Gregor School. 

“Even with increased 
fees and reduced teacher 
salaries, the Adult School 
would not be self support- 
ing’, Hughes admitted. 

The proposed fees would 
cover all teacher salaries 

and about 82 percent of the 
direct overhead costs. The 
district would continue to 
pee up indirect costs,

costs. 

The Office of Education is 
meeting the Proposition 13 
rollback through a freeze on 
ping and salary and fringe 
benefits, in addition to the 
non-personnel cost reduc- 
tions. 

“We anticipate a net re 
duction of about 13%”, 
Coney reported. The pre- 
liminary budget of 
$10,617,430 has been cut to’ 
$9,166,964 and will be pre- 
sented to the County Board 
of Education on August 22, 
1978 for approval. 

The $1% million reduc- 
tion in the budget includes 
$800,000 in capital outlay, 
$200,000 in vacant staff posi- 
tions not filled and $500,000 
in other expense.
